The feature of the present situation 
and the one that makes it most alarm ­ 
ing is that the 
shortage 
is general 
w ith all roads, thereby elim inating 
the possibility of one road loaning 
cars to carry another out of its diffi 
culties. 
The ear shortage is not due to an in ­ 
crease in any particular line of traffic, 
railroad 
officials declare, but to a 
steady growth iu all lines. 
General 
merchandise traffic 
is a great deal 
heavier than it was at this season last 
year, and one of the biggest crops in 
the history of the country is soon to 
be started on its movement to market.

Dr. T. Victor Keene, sup­ 
erintendent of the State laboratory of 
hygiene, 
advises 
against 
it. 
This 
objection is based, not upon an opj*>- 
sition tc cleanliness, be it known, hut 
upon the fact that the small boy is 
liable to get typhoid fever in his sys­ 
tem by the too frequent haunting of 
the summer joy, stirring pastime of 
the average boy. 
“ Many of tho so called swimming 
holes In the State are a cross between 
w ater and mud 
the different holes 
differing only in the varying proper 
ti tins of th* two chief ingredients," 
says Dr. Keene. 
“ I know, because I 
have been in many of thorn. 
The boys 
stay in the dirty water too long, they 
lie around in tho malarial environ 
men!, aud then, get typhoid fever. 
Tins I eall swimming typhoid,
